wKnce revenue, about »BO,flWOOO. 
This IB on the asstimption that tinder bis 
bill, which is a tariff for revenue bill, the 
importations will b* the same as they 
were under the MoKinley «ot, which free 
traders were pleased to characterize as 
tt wall that prevented the importation of 
foreign goods. If the bill will not atom- 
nlate importations, of what use can it 
be' It was supposed that the new bill, 
and in fact Mr. Tarsney, of Missouri, 
says it will, would break down the wall 
that surrounded us and prevented ns 
from buying foreign goods. Probably 
Mr. Wilaon does not know much about 
the rules ot trade and the effects of a 
tariff act. The maxim of the free-traders 
is, "nnlees you buy abroad you cannot 
sell abroad," and unless tbe present law 
meets the demands of that maxim it is a 
trend. The facts are, if it becomes a 
law, it will stimulate the importation ot 
foreign goods for consumption in this 
market, and by whatever amount the 
revenue duties of the bill stimulates im- 
portations, the home-made goods will be 
displaced. This means plenty of idle 
factories, reduction of wages all along tbe 
line and plenty of idle men and soup 
bouses. It means a return to the de- 
plorable condition, except in a more in- 
tense form, referred to by President 
Buchanan when he deplored the fact, in 
hie annual message, that in the midst of 
good crops, our mills were idle and our 
workmen in want 


havebeen denied thesupporto: 
ocraho preas when they proceeded in a 
constitutional way to defend the dignity 
ot the «»tion. 


Specific vnA Advalorem Tariffs. 
A prominent English manufacturer 


once admitted, what every sensible man 
ought to see at a glance, that if the Uni- 
ted States should fix an advalorem rate 
of duties it mattered not to England 
what the rate might be. The reason is 
obvious. If tbe importer is allowed to 
fix tbe price of the article to be imported, 
though he rosy be thousands ot miles 
•way trom the factory where the goods 
were made, he can fix the price so that 
th» duty will not injure his profits. Yet 
in spite ot this the present bill is flred 
for advalorem rates, thus giving the for- 
eign producer every advantage m swind- 
ling our government by undervaluing the 
goods, and by changing values keep onr 
own manufactories unsettled continually 
Bpeaking ot thie feature of the bill, GOT 
McKinleysays:

TheDeoatur Review has, within a 


short period, twice intimated thai the 
BEPtrerjciH is againet the go«rnment, 
and being BO, in not eonsiatent, inasmuch 
as it accused the Demoorate ot being 
against the government on eeveral oooe- 
BIOUB, when the Bepnblioane were in 
power. 
Such an accusation limply 


shows to what extremes theee people are 
forced to resort. 


Without going back to the position 


ol the Democratic party during the war, 
which is familiar to our readers who lived 
along in those times, we will call atten- 
tion to tbe position of the Democratic 
press in the Chilian affair. In that case 
the American marines were attacked by 
Chilians and several were killed on the 
streets of Santiago. 
But when Mr. 


Elaine, who wee then secretary of elate, 
demanded an apology for the insult to 
the 6»g and the sovereignty of onr peo- 
ple, the Democratic press at once char- 
aotenzsd the eff»ir aa a drunken row in 
which honors were even, and the demand 
for apology as jingoism.

Thie arrangement was sub- 
mitted to the senate for ratification or 
rejection.

Th» difference between 
the two systems is that the ad valoren 
a upon value, the specific on quantity 
The tormer rests on the foreign value 
which u hard to ascertain, and calls to 
expert judgment to determine. It offers 
a bribe to undervaluation, because un 
like the specific duly it is not always de- 
termicable and uniform. When a duty 
is assessed by the yard or pound there 
can be no doubt concerning it, bnt when 
it is ad valorem it depends upon th 
foreign importers' honesty and the judg- 
ment ot the appraisers, and the pnoe is 
usually fixed abroad to escape the pay- 
ment of the full rate. The system w so 
impossible to an equitable arrangement 
that it has never been possible even in 
thie country to have ad valorem duties 
throughout the United States. There is 
frequently wide differences between the 
values fixed at different ports. All the 
leading nations of the world have con- 
demned it. 
Even free-trade England 
has abandoned every such duty but one, 
because no honest administration of the 
revenue laws is possible when the valua- 
tion is made thousands of miles from the 
point of production where it can't be ver- 


"In 1886 Secretary Manning made an 


exhaustive report upon this subject to 
Congress and quoted a consensus of ex- 
pert opinion urging the general adoption 
of specific duties for the protection of re- 
putable merchants and of tbe revenue. 
Secretary Manning declared, m sum- 
ming up the views he had gathered, that 
undervaluations, false invoices and like , 
dishonesty were incontestable and no- 
toriously inherent in the ad valorem sys- 
tem. That was a true and exact state- 
ment of fact which Chairman Wilson had 
turned his back upon. This on* feature 
of the new bill it adopted, aside trom all 
others, will greatly increase the diffi- 
culties experienced in collecting tbe rev- 
Mines. Fraudulent invoices and under- I 
valuation will become vastly mow prev- i 
alent under it. The evil of this is two-1 
fold. It lessens tbe revenue that should 
be paid under the duty, and does an in- 
calculable injury to honest dealers who \ 
bring in goods at a fair valuation. The 
adoption of this ad valorem system would 
mean a still greater reduction of the 
duty than is shown in the comparison ot 
the bill with the existirg law for this 
reason."

Admiral Stanton'a Breach of Inter- 


national Etiquette 


The Sinking of the Javary no Serious 


Inconvenience to Metlp, Wht> is 


Believed to be Receiving 


Supplies from Europe. 


NEW YOBK, Nov. 29.-The steamer 


Maskelyne, Capt. Gregory, arrived yes- 
terday from Brazilian ports. She left 
Eio de Janeiro on the 5th of November, 
and brought as one of her passengers 
a sailor of the United States steamer 
Charleston, which was anchored in the 
harbor when Admiral Stanton dropped 
his flag to Mello and received the Bra- 
zilian revolutionists aboard his ship. 
The Charleston man said that he was 
tired of a yellow fever country, and 
came here on leave of absence to 
breath pure air once more. 
The 


Charleston, he said, was in the harbor 
of Rio when Admiral O. F. Stanton 
committed the breach of national eti 
quette for which he has been recalled 
The Charleston "tar," who said his name 
was James Letford, states that there 
can be no question as to the American 
admiral's action, althouph he did noth- 
ing more than every other foreign ves- 
sel did that entered the bay. But that 
he did salute the revolutionary com- 
mander with full knowledge of what 
he was doing, says the sailor, there 
can be no doubt. As he steamed down 
the bay, the American streamer waa 
sent to the peak and his guns belched 
forth. According to the man-of-wars- 
miin, there was no other boat in the 
river which flew a Brazilian flag that 
did not belong to or was not un- 
der 
the 
command 
of 
Mello. So

committed. No comment xvas created 
there, he says as other foreign war 
ships had done the same thing, and 
Admiral Stanton's recall occasioned 
the greatest surprise in the Brazilian 
city and to the commanders and men 
on other vessels stationed there. 


According to the officers of the Mas- 


kelyne, who were told of the sinking 
of the Javary, her loss would not occa- 
sion Mello much inconvenience, for, 
they say, she had been floating about 
the harbor for some time partially dis- 
abled. 
Something apparently was 


wrong with her machinery. 


A passenger who refused to give his 


name came up on the Muskelyne from 
Pernambueo, and stated that Mello 
was grciitly favored in the city from 
whence he curae, not because the peo- 
ple opposed a republican form of gov- 
ernment, but for the reason that they 
hated Peixoto personally for his despotic 
manners. He said that it was also 
generally believed in Brazil that Mello 
v>as receiving support from Europe, 
and that his fleet was met off shore bv 
Kuvopeau steamers and supplied with 
fi-.'l, provisions and ammunition.

ADDITIONAL BEVKLiATIONS 


Ol the Manns? in Which the Indianap- 


olis National Did Business. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 29.—Some 


additional revelations of the methods 
of the Indianapolis national bank were 
made yesterday in complaints filed in 
the United States court by the receiv- 
er, Edward Hawkins. In the first suit 
filed there is related the story of how 
the Indianapolis national bank was 
concerned in the option deal between J. 
H. Woodward (Jayhawker), R. B. F. 
Pierce, J. C. Shaffer, and the Los An- 
geles (Cal.) Waterworks Co 


This suit is against R. B. F. Piei-cs 


and J. C. Shaffer, and is for *2,000. 
Last Spring J. H. Woodward, who had 
fownerly been a newspaper man in In- 
diana, but more recently a speculator 
in the west, came to Indianapolis with 
an option on the plant of the Los An- 
geles waterworks. He sought to dis- 
pose of his option, and finally inter- 
ested B. B. F. Pierce and .1. C. Shaffer. 
Mr. Woodward desired some cash, and 
at the suggestion of Mr. Pierce and 
Mr, Shaffer he went to tlie Indianapo- 
lis national bank for accommodation. 
The Vank advanced him SS.500, for 
which he gave his note, secured by a 
conditional agreement of Pierce and 
Shaffer to pay him a commission in 
case they closed the Los Angeles deal. 


The second suit tells the story of 


how the National Electric Headlight 
Co. of Indianapolis, E. B. F. Pierce 
president, lived off the Indianapolis 
national bank. The suit avers that 
the headlight company, soon after it 
was incorporated, began to get accom- 
modation at the Indianapolis national 
bank in a small way. Mr. Pierce was 
president of the company and a di- 
rector in the bank. The complaint al- 
leges that the National Electric flead- 
ifght Co. is now indebted to the bank 
on notes and overdrafts to the amount 
of (31,049. The notes are all signed by 
R. B. F. Pierce, president. None ar« 
secured. Many of the notes run back 
almost to the date of the organization 
of the headlight company. 


In the third s,uit filed there is set out 


the fact that R. I!. F. Pierce now owes 
the bank on his personal account the 
sum of $27,1:10. Suit is brought for 
138,110. The notes on which suit is 
brought are signed by R. B. F. Pierce 
and are unsecured 
The most of them 


have been renewed from time to tim«. 


In the fourth suit R. B. F. Pierce is 


asked to pay to the receiver his stock 
assessment, which is $20,000

DEATH OF CAPT. WILD 


At the Knd oi a Lone and Dlverilned 


Gareer. 


POBTI.AND, Me., Nov. 29.—Capt. Mar- 


shall Perry Wild, known to almost 
every actor of note in this country, 
died yesterday very suddenly, aged 63 
years. 
He was in the employ of the Port- 


land Steam Packet Co. as advertising 
agent. Capt. Wild, for a time, was on 
the Mississippi river, first as a pilot, 
then as the commader of a steamer. 
For a while later he commanded a 
steamer on the great lakes. He then 
became connected with traveling com- 
panies. He was both manager and ad- 
vance agent a* different times, and ad- 
vertising agent for many companies. 
He was one of the strongest friendsthe 
late Artemiw Ward had, and a year 
ago made what he termed a "Loving 
1'ilgrimage" to the grave of his friend. 
For some years he was Ward's adver- 
tising agent and manager, and was 
strongly urged to go with him to En- 
gland. 
When Charles Dickens made Ins 


Iwtr, reading from his own works, he 
asked the late James T. Fields to find 
him a proper man to go with him, and 
to take management of the company 
and the minor details. Mr. Field sug- 
gested Mr. Wild. 
An arrangement 


was made and so well was Mr. Dickins 
satisfied, that he sent him a personal 
letter at the close of the tour and 
added a very handsome check to the 
salary he was to pay him. 


After he went with Dickens he was 


engaged as manager of a company, 
and made a tHp down the Mississippi 
on a steamer, stopping where they 
pleased. Capt Wild was his own cap- 
tain, and took the steamer from New 
Orleans back to St. Louis in solitary 
state, leaving his company to go on 
without him.

and also as a member of the board hue 
failed to deny the accusation ot having 
written insurance for a less rate thirn 
that fixed by your committee, and tie 
further tact that them seems to be a 
manifest disposition on the put ot a 
number ot agencies to withdraw trcu 
the loeal board, therefore at a oalUd 
meeting the following resolution was 
adopted: 
Bem.ved, That a oommittee of five oe 


appointed to petition tbe stats board to 
make a renting at onoe of a number of 
risks which are thought to be excessive. 


Thia oommittee is of the opinion tbat 
the state board should meet and confer 
with the local board and to have the 
power to make changes in the tariff as 
may in their judgment prove just to ill 
concerned. We aek that all be permitted 
to write business at the old rate, up til 
this rehearing shall be had. It is behov- 
ed that the board cannot be held ;o- 
gether if the new rate be insisted on. 
The oommittee asks a reply by wire. 


It is believed tbat unless an early re 


vision ia had there will be no established 
basis rate in Deoatur recognized by l&e 
local agents and that there will be cat 
ting and slashing on all sides.
